Similar  to  album,  but  with  delicate  pink 
flowers  that  appear  in  June  and  July, 
murale.  Reddish  foliage  with  pale  pink  flowers  pro¬ 
duced  on  6-in.  stems.  It  blossoms  in  July  and  August, 
sempervivum  arachnoideum.  A  fine  rosette,  which 
sends  out  thin  runners  about  an  inch  long  on  which 
young  rosettes  form.  A  very  interesting  and  desirable 
rock  plant. 

sexangulare.  Similar  to  acre.  Thick,  waxy  foliage, 
dark  green  with  a  brown  tint.  The  flowers  are  yellow 
and  are  held  on  3-in.  stems, 
spectabile.  One  of  the  prettiest  Sedums.  It  is  an 
erect  growing  specie,  that  is  very  desirable  for  the 
border  as  well  as  the  rockery.  It  attains  a  height  of 
18  in.  The  heads  of  rose-colored  flowers  are  held  erect 
on  strong  stems,  which  are  covered  with  waxy  green 
foliage. 

stoloniferum.  Most  desirable  rock  plant.  The  flowers 
of  purplish  pink  appear  in  July  and  August.  Height 
6  in.  Evergreen  foliage. 

tectorum.  A  fine  variety,  with  beautiful  foliage  and 
yellow  flowers  that  are  held  erect  on  strong  stems. 
Flowers  in  June  and  July.  Height  12  in. 
tenuifolium.  Similar  to  murale,  but  with  white  flow¬ 
ers.  It  blooms  in  July  and  August. 

STOKESIA  cyanea.  A  handsome  perennial,  producing 
freely,  large,  lavender  blue  flowers  from  July  to  Octo¬ 
ber.  Grows  well  in  a  sunny  location.  A  very  desirable 
border  plant,  growing  2  ft.  in  height. 

SWEET-WILLIAM.  See  Dianthus. 

THERMOPSIS  caroliniana.  A  very  striking  plant,  that 
produces  long  spikes  of  yellow  flowers  during  July  and 
August.  It  is  a  graceful  plant,  growing  4  ft.  in  height. 
It  should  be  in  every  flower  garden.  Prefers  a  sunny 
location  in  the  garden.

A  light  soil,  moist,  but  well-drained 
and  partial  shade  is  best  suited  for  this  plant.  The 
golden  flowers  appear  from  May  to  August.  Another 
excellent  cut  flower.

TUNICA  saxi£raga.  A  useful  border  and  rock  plant,  hav¬ 
ing  pale  pink  flowers  which  appear  from  June  to  Sep¬ 
tember.  This  plant  prefers  a  sunny  location. 

VALERIANA  officinalis  (Garden  Heliotrope).  A  neat 
growing  plant,  producing  sweet-scented  pink  and  white 
flowers  in  June  and  July.  The  Garden  Heliotrope  is 
fine  for  cutting.  It  will  grow  well  in  a  moist,  semi- 
shady  location  and  also  in  full  sunshine.  Height 
2  to  3  ft. 

VERBASCUM,  Miss  Willmott.  A  hardy  plant  of  stately 
growth,  suitable  for  the  border.  The  leaves  are  more 
or  less  woolly.  The  large  white  flowers  are  produced 
on  stately  spikes,  rising  to  a  height  of  about  5  ft., 
and  continue  to  flower  from  June  to  September, 
chaixi.

It  attains  a  height  of  2  to  3  ft.  and 
blooms  from  July  to  September.  A  sunny  or  partial 
shady  position  will  suit  this  Veronica, 
incana.  A  neat  growing  plant  with  silver  foliage  and 
blue  flowers.  It  blooms  in  May  and  June.  This  plant 
has  a  good  appearance  in  out  of  bloom  season.  Height 
12  in. 

repens.  Rock  garden  plant,  growing  2  in.  in  height. 
It  has  light  blue  blossoms  and  flowers  in  May  and 
June.  This  Veronica  prefers  a  sheltered  location, 
rupestris.  A  fine  rock  plant,  growing  3  to  4  in.  high. 
The  thickly  matted,  deep  green  foliage  is  hidden  early 
in  June  under  a  cloud  of  bright  blue  flowers.  Does 
well  in  light  shade. 

True  Blue.  Literally  covers  itself  with  blossoms  of  in¬ 
tense  blue  flowers  in  June  and  July.  Height  12  in. 

VINCA  minor.  A  trailing  evergreen  plant,  used  exten¬ 
sively  for  carpeting  the  ground  under  shrubs  and  trees 
or  in  nooks  where  it  is  too  shady  for  grass  to  grow.
